Halloween has changed and improved. 
It makes any 
grey haired man somewhat 
ashamed of his dangerous antics and his wanton 
destruction of property as a boy. 
Of course some of the destruction was con­ 
sidered necessary for progress and for that 
reason desirable but much of it was senseless 
and wasteful. 
Property simply faced a test of youthful ex­ 
uberance, ingenuity and energy. In most cases 
property, the good and the bad and the desirable 
and undesirable, came out second best. 
Today there are fewer unsightly objects 
to 
remove from the landscape and if modern youth 
were as destructive the price tab would be too 
high. 
Almost everyone would agree that it was a form 
of criminal activity which would be stamped 
out. 
That’s what has happened. 
Oddly enough the danger of Halloween has 
shifted from property to children. 
Every m otorist should drive carefully tonight 
when all the little hobgoblins w ill be crossing 
streets in the darkness. Many w ill be wearing 
masks and costumed so heavily they can’t see 
as well as normally and, giving vent to youth­ 
ful enthusiasm, may dart out in front of traf­ 
fic. 
Drive with care and spare our hobgoblins for 
another day. 
Give generously to UNICEF. Children collecting 
for the United Nations’ childrens fund can be 
identified 
by cartons 
supplied by Potlatch 
Forests. They represent 20 churches in Sikes­ 
ton. 
The collection gives adults a chance to con­ 
tribute something constructive to the obser­ 
vance. 
They will be assisting the needy children of 
the world. The money goes for food and medi­ 
cine. 
Vandalism is not perm issible at any time 
under Missouri law. 
There is no exemption from M issouri law on 
Halloween or on the nights preceding October 31. 
Destruction of property cannot be condoned. 
Too frequently it has happened that victims 
have been individuals who are least able to pay 
for property damage. 
The objective of Sikeston and community should 
be a wholesome Halloween season without dam­ 
age to property of others. 
Prim arily, Halloween is a season of fun. 
Property damage cannot be classified as a 
type of amusement. 
There are numerous parties in connection with 
the Halloween season. At many of these in­ 
dividuals attend masked or in costum e. 
For a number of years the Sikeston Jaycees 
have staged a community Halloween observance. 
This has featured a parade and the award of 
prizes in a number of classifications. This forms 
a fine community project in which the public 
is invited to particpate. 
At this season a major portion of leaves from 
trees has fallen. A fire igniting dry leaves 
could damage property and possibly endanger 
lives. 
Halloween should be observed in a spirit of 
merriment without destruction of property in 
the city or in rural areas. It is no time for 
vandalism. 
About this time of year, it’s unbearably hard 
to accept the fact summer is gone. Labor Day 
never convinces—it usually falls on the hottest 
day of September. Even the artistry of nature 
in the fall leaves seem s to leave vague doubts, 
particularly if the days are still warm to hot. 
But Halloween is the clincher—the one thing 
that tells us fall chores should be done, and 
that summer is no longer with us except as 
a memory to cherish fondly in the cold winter 
ahead. 
And of course, Halloween invokes its own mem­ 
o r ie s—of those far off times when a pumpkin 
was not the residual leavings of Cinderella’s 
coach, not even the vision of pies to come, but 
a beautifully leering, candle-smoking haunt for 
an October night. Of times not much later when 
we were proudly 
self-acknowledged 
“young 
hellions’’ committed by tradition to assaults 
on then prevalent Chick Sales architecture and 
the locking of a calf in the school house 
every Halloween eve. 
Other m em ories, too—of scraping soap from 
windows, clearing toilet paper and even less 
sightly debris from our lawns, and muttering 
imprecations against those same “ young hel­ 
lion s” we had once proudly professed to be. 
As youngsters, we never really wondered nor 
cared what Halloween was meant to honor, what 
its real meanings were; and when age turned 
anticipation to dread of the approaching event, 


■ we no longer cared. 
As a matter of historical fact, however, Hallo­ 
ween is one of the oldest annual observances to 
survive the ancients—even older tfoan Christmas 
—with roots extending deep into paganism. 
The Druids, for example, held a three-day 
m celebration the first of each November. And on 
that first eve, the spirits of the dead were sup­ 
posed to roam the earth. With superstitious 
fear, the Druids gathered together and lighted 
huge bonfires to keep those spirits away. Came 
the day, and the spirits returned to the nether- 
land, then the festival of autumn could begin. 
The Romans also celebrated the fall festival, 
but to them it was purely a festal honor to a 
pagan goddess, Pomona, a tim e to rejoice at the 
fruitfulness of the earth and the crops they 
had laid away for winter. The Romans, too, 
lighted huge bonfires, but only to celebrate 
and for the roasting of apples and nuts. 
Christianity brought its changes, but it couldn’t 
kill our superstitions centuries old. Nov. I 
became a day when the saints were honored. 
This for the new God, but for the old ones 
there were still the old rituals, the old fears. 
In time, with the enlightenment of Christianity 
and learning, the old fears died, but old memories 
clung and, not unnaturally, in the birth of one 
religion and the death of another, this cele­ 
bration took on some of the dressings of both. 
European peasants paid their tribute to their 
saints, but they also clung to some of the 
superstitions, and Halloween became a time 
when certain people were possessed of spirits— 
could tell fortunes, foretell the future, par­ 
ticularly if encouraged with certain rituals, 
such as jumping over lighted candles, basking 
in the glow of open bonfires. 
Of course, we moderns know better. Living 
in the age of great progress and enlightenment, 
we no longer even give lip service to those 
spooks and goblins. No sir, w e’re too smart! 
So we’ll remind you to ask yourselves: Are 
the storm windows up? Lawnmower and garden 
tools put away? Car winterized? Ready for tax 
and Christmas bills? 
--A ll in the way of wishing you a smartly 
modern Halloween.

Washington Merry-Go-Round

NEW YORK — With Rep. John 
Lindsay, the Republican-liber­ 
al candidate, coming up, 
and 
Abraham D. Beame, the Demo­ 
crat, once considered a sure 
winner, edging down, the New 
York race for mayor is going 
to be close. But no m atter who 
wins, the election will have 
these important national reper­ 
cussions; 
The Republican Party in New 
York, once dominated by such 
liberals as Tom Dewey 
and 
Nelson Rockefeller, in the fu­ 
ture will be split as wide open 
as the Republican Party 
in 
California. 
The same kind of guerrilla 
warfare between Republicans 
which has caused such bitter­ 
ness in California will now 
churn the Republican Party in 
New York. 
Sen. Jack Javits’s dramatic 
hope of taking over the state 
and becoming the next governor 
of New York has gone glim­ 
mering. 
All this will result from the 
fact that a conservative candi­ 
date — William F. Buckley— 
has thrown himself into the race 
and built up the conservative 
p a r t y 
to 
unprecedented 
strength. 
Buckley is the editor of the 
National 
Review, 
an ardent 
champion of the late 
Joe Mc­ 
Carthy, a close friend of Roy 
Colin, and one of the tough 
rootin’-tootin’ 
Goldwaterites 
of the last election. 
Today his snide vindictiveness 
and viciousness have been re­ 
placed by a veneer of humor of 
the type made popular by the 
late John F, Kennedy. Buckley 
has not only kept his temper 
but has learned to poke fun at 
himself. 
Asked what he would do if he 
won, he replied; “ I’d demand 
a recount.” 
OLD COUGHLIN!TE VOTE 
Buckley 
has walked into 
a 
pedestrian, lackluster political 
campaign and given it verve. 
With noliody very enthusiastic 
about either Lindsay, the Re­ 
publican, or Beame, the Demo­ 


crat, Buckley has picked up the 
support of those who are against 
school bussing and for school 
segregation, together with the 
old Christian front crowd, the 
Coughlinites, the Birchites, the 
Goldwaterites and the right - 
wing Catholic vote. 
He has made his heaviest in­ 
roads among ethnic groups — 
Italians, Irish, Germans 
and 
Poles. A lot of them voted for 
Coldwater in 1964, even though 
registered 
Democrats. 
And 
many of them hate Rockefeller 
today, even though registered 
Republicans. 
Buckley i s n ’t even a New York­ 
er. He lives in Stamford, Conn. 
However, 
B o b b y 
Kennedy 
showed that you can run for 
high office in New York with­ 
out being a resident, and Buck­ 
ley is cashing in on that prece­ 
dent. 


According 
to present es­ 
timates, he will roll up over 
350,000 
conservative 
votes, 
which will be more than 
the 
liberal party headed 
by Dave 
Dubinsky and Alex Rose, and 
will detract from the liberals’ 
pivotal position of being able 
to tip the political scales in 
New York. The liberal party 
in this election has deserted the 
Democrats 
to support Repub­ 
lican John Lindsay. 
Buckley is taking both old- 
line 
Republican 
votes 
away 
from Lindsay and conservative 
Democratic votes away 
from 
Beame. He’s blasting Lindsay 
much harder than Beame, and 
this is definitely hurting Beame 
with Jewish voters. Originally 
Beame was considered a sure 
bet to carry all the very heavy 
Jewish vote, but it isn’t work­ 
ing out that way. The Jewish 
eggheads, the Reform Clubs, 
which supported Gov. Herbert 
Lehman and Mrs. Roosevelt, 
consider Beame an honest man 
but the captive of the boodle 
boys, the ward heelers and the 
race-track operators. They are 
deserting Beame for the man 
Buckley is attacking—Lindsay. 
NEXT GOP CANDIDATE? 


Meanwhile Beame is getting 
only token support from the 
other candidates on his Demo­ 
cratic ticket. Frank O’Connor, 
District Attorney of Queens, 
now running for president of 
the city council, is sure to win 
no matter what happens to 
Beame. He will get all of the 
Irish and Italian vote and will 
be sitting pretty as leader of 
the Democratic Party in New 
York state. As such he will 
dominate the New York Demo­ 
cratic delegates and be able 
to nominate himself as a Dem­ 
ocratic candidate for governor 
next year.

York elected a 
Republican mayor, the dynamic 
Fiorello La Guardia, known to 
millions by the English trans­

of his first name, “the 
Little Flower.” 
La Guardia was the son of a

Labor Leader Tells Gov’t to 
Keep Hands Off Airlines* Ability 
to Make Profits, Pay Higher 
Wages. 
Washington, D. C.; — The in­ 
vitation to the intimate dinner 
in a New York tower suite said 
black tie. It went out to some 
union 
fellows, some legal 
minds, some newspaper types, 
and 
several 
distinguished 
visiting statesmen. 
When they gathered recently 
one labor leader's dinner Jacket 
did not fit too well. He and an­ 
other union chief, leaders of the 
same organization — the ma. 
chinists, third largest in the 
land — had only one tuxedo 
between 
them. So one chap 
stayed home, and the president 
went. 
Sounds unusual. But he’s an 
unusual labor leader, newly ar­ 
rived in his post as president 
of the International Assn. of 
Machinists 
and 
Aerospace 
Workers — blunt • speaking 
“ Roy** Siemiller. 
How bluntly he can talk, and 
how different he is, became 
evident the other day when he 
wrote to a federal agency telling 
it to keep its hands off the 
profit • making ability of a 
long « suffering industry with 
which the big and powerful union 
is now bargaining. 
Siemiller, who learned about 
free enterprise peddling news­ 
papers and shining shoes as a 
mighty impoverished kid, now 
leads some 900,000 machinists. 
Amongst them are 40,000 me­ 
chanics and other ground per­ 
sonnel in more than 40 com­ 
mercial airlines and service 
installations. 
Since he is now negotiating 
jointly with five major airlines 
he was delighted to learn that 
the companies have been making 
a profit for the first time. But 
he 
also was disturbed to 
learn from the grapevine that 
the Civil Aeronautics Board 
was 
considering a directive 
cutting air travel fares. 
This would interfere with the 
companies* ability to cut the pie 
a little bigger with their em­ 
ployes. This, too, would prevent 
expansion. And it could sta. 
the airlines* plans to throw 
$2.4 billion back into moderni­ 
zation of ground facilities and 
space age air transportation, 
as well as developing tiny air­ 
ports in smaller communities 
everywhere. 
True, the money would go into 
futuristic automation. But this 
does not disturb Siemiller, now 
rapidly becoming one of 
the 
actlvisits in the American Foun­ 
dation on Automation and Em­ 
ployment, 
along 
with its 
founder, the mediator's media­ 
tor, Ted Kheel. 
The machinists* president is 


not one of those running scared 
from automation. He and his 
researchers know that 
the 
airlines will need more than 
50,000 new employes by 1970. 
They know, too, that the new 
super-speed air buses, which 
soon will have a straphanger 
touch, will need vastly improved 
airports. And before the aerial 
rapid transit can get into the 
air, the craft must be built. 
This means jobs. So many 
jobs, in feet, that the 
ma­ 
chinists union's newspaper has 
been 
reporting considerable 
openings for 
skilled 
me­ 
chanics, “union wages and con­ 
ditions, housing available.” 
It’s all tied up with the ability 
of the airlines to pour some of 
their profits back into 
the 
business. 
So, recently, Sie­ 
miller wrote to Charles 
S. 
Murphy, chairman of the CAB, 
warning him to obey “the laws 
of basic economics.” 
“In negotiations after negotia­ 
tions,” 
said Siemiller, “our 
efforts to secure a more equit­ 
able pattern of wages and work­ 
ing conditions for airline ground 
personnel have been frustrated 
by the carriers* irrefutable lack 
of profits.** 
Siemiller, with sledgeham­ 
mer 
politeness, then pointed 
out that, “Now, however, for 
the first time that situation 
has changed. The carriers are 
making a profit. The level of 
that profit — IO per cent 
en 
investment -• is one which the 
CAB 
several years ago de­ 
scribed 
as 
reasonable and 
proper.” 
Such a profit, he added, would 
enable the machinists* union 
to win for his followers wages 
and working conditions “com­ 
mensurate with their skills and 
their responsibilities.” 
This would depend on 
the 
airlines maintenance of a “fair 
and reasonable profit.” 
“ . . . We are 
deeply dis­ 
turbed,” 
asserted Siemiller, 
**by recent reports of 
the 
CAB’S intention to tear out from 
under the airline industry the 
foundation of this long awaited 
prosperity. 
“ Though we have often dis­ 
agreed with the managements 
of many airlines 
. .w ebelieve 
they are correct . . . in con­ 
tending that a cut in feres will 
dilute 
revenues without gen­ 
erating 
enough new traffic 
to offset Usa dilution. . .This 
. . . demands that CAB retrain 
from tampering with the cur­ 
rent rate schedule.”

Post of UN Secretary - General is regarded by 
many as the most important in international 
affairs. U Thant, of Burma, occupies this dif­ 
ficult spot. 
When it was born 20 years ago, the UN was 
the subject of heated debate among Am ericans. 
Today the controversey over the organization’s 
effectiveness continues. True, it has not come 
up with any solutions for instant peace in the 
world, but it was never expected to produce 
overnight m iracles. 
Activities that go on within the UN are un­ 
known to the American public. Much tim e and 
money has been spent throughout the world 
fighting hunger, disease, and illiteracy. 
By its aid to under-developed nations, the UN 
is helping to defeat the efforts of Russia and 
Red China to spread communism in these lands. 
Yet, the United States bill for UN activities 
comes to only 30 cents a year for each indi­ 
vidual citizen. 
America has been working not only within, 
but without the UN to accomplish peace ef­ 
forts. 
Through this organization lies the pos­ 
sibility of a world without war.
